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ome parents are paying almost $60 so 

their children can play computer games 

for five hours as part of an Upland 
Recreation Department program. 

Gail Horton, owner of California Computer 
Schools in Upland, said it probably is one of the 
best investments they can make for their 
children’s futures. 

The children may be playing games in some 
of the classes, but they also are learning valuable 
skills. they one day can market for themselves, 
Horton said. 

“For the youth of today, computers are 
inevitable no matter what field they enter,” she 
said. “Some of us may escape the computer 
force but our youth, in 20 years, will be 
tremendously affected by its technology.” 

This is the second year the recreation 
department and California Computer Schools 
have teamed up to offer eight different classes 
for children. Courses include typing, an 
introduction to microcomputers, logo graphics 
and adventure game programming. 

“1 found out that the recreation department 
was offering various classes and | asked about 
teaching computer classes,” Horton said. 

She said the class was the brainchild of Cyndi 
Testa, coordinator of the program for the 
recreation department. “Cyndi said teaching the 
classes would allow the department to reach 
more kids and | would be benefiting my city, too.” 

The classes allow students to start off 
learning basics and then progress to more 
difficult studies, according to Testa. 

“Gail’s school is in the business to teach, not 
sell computers,” Testa said. “The classes 
consistently have been popular.” 

Classes offer five hours of instruction at a 
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cost of $54. A portion of the class fees are given 
to the department. 

Computer classes are offered in each of the 
11 schools in the Upland School District. 
Although children are exposed to them in class, 
some want further instruction, she said. 

Horton said teaching computers to smaller 
classes is more effective than large ones. The 
school provides a computer for each student. 

Although all the classes are popular, 
adventure game programming is a favorite of the 
students and Horton. 

Horton said some of the programs students 
devise are surprisingly complicated. “It’s 
amazing. The children work with programs with 
2,000 to 3,000 lines,” she said. “Adventure game 
programming is the most rewarding as far as 
seeing the kids enjoy themselves.” 

Students combine the use of computer skills 
and their own creativity. The adventure game 
involves a haunted castle with secret rooms, 
staircases and a hidden treasure. The object of 
the game is for a player to find the hidden trophy 
or treasure and to get out of the castle. 

“Everything is description. Students can be 
creative and colorful. Other classes teach 
knowledge but this class helps students learn 
how to put all they’ve learned together,” Horton 
said. 

Although Horton’s school teaches many 
corporate employees to use computers, she also 
enjoys working with the children. Three years 
ago, she was an elementary school teacher with a 
fascination with computers. She said she loved 
teaching but she always wanted to own her own 
business.

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Police dish out a tough warn

Using drugs and alcohol will 
land people in jail — no matter 
what their ages, Upland police 
Agent Dick Noville told Upland 
Junior High School students last 
week. 

“Any time you're caught with 
dope or alcohol, you’re going to 
be arrested. We're not going to 
call mommy and daddy first to 
straighten things out,” Noville 
said. “You'll be brought to the 
station and assigned a probation 
officer. It’s that simple.” 


Noville was one of four 
individuals participating in the 
school’s day-long alcohol and 
drug education program. Other 
speakers were John Reid, Youth 
Services program coordinator in 
Ontario; Dr. Mike Geffen, Geffen 
Center for Psychological 
Growth; and Myra Hayes, Ontario 
Community Hospital. 


Noville said police statistics 
show 3 million teenagers in the 
United States are alcoholics. 
About half that number are drug 
addicts. 


“About one out of 10 high 
school seniors smoke pot daily. 
The majority of the students 
were introduced to it in 
elementary school,” Noville said. 

He said he was not aware of 
local statistics but the Upland 
Police Department arrests about 
106 juveniles a year on various 
charges involving drugs and 
alcohol.

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“Every city has a problem. We 
know it’s at the high school, the 
junior highs and the 
elementaries, but | can’t give you 
specific statistics,” the officer 
said. 

Alcohol remains the most 
popular drug for students, he 
said. Marijuana also is used 
extensively. The use of PCP and 
cocaine, however, is increasing. 

“We're trying to make parents 
aware through programs such as 
this,” Noville said. “Some . 
parents don’t know they have a 
problem with their or just 
don’t care. There is some parent 
apathy.” 


Warning signs parents and 
teachers should look for include 
a dramatic drop in grades; a 
change in the child’s friends, 
particularly if the new friends are 
older; a change in attitude; a 
chiid with an abundance of 
money; and a child receiving 
phone calls at odd hours. 

When students are caught 
with drugs or alcohol at school, 
the police are called. Most 
schools suspend the students, 
Noville said. 

During the school program, 
the officer explained the medical 
effects alcohol and drugs have 
on people. He said:a person’s

reflexes can be slowed, 
judgment impaired and 
perception of objects distorted. 
“You have to make the 
decision. It’s not my body that’s 
going to be screwed up,” he 


said. “This is the first time in 
recent years that we have had 
this type of program,” said 
Principal Bob Nolan. “We want 
to let the kids know there is 
danger in using alcohol and 
drugs.” 


Nolan said Upland Junior High 
School is fortunate; it doesn’t 
have a big problem with 
substance abuse by its students. 

Regardless, Nolan said he 
knows alcohol and drugs are 
being used. The program was 
designed to give the students 
information. 


Guidance counselor Bob 
Smith organized the program. 
“We thought there was a need to 
address these problems. A lot of 
school districts are requiring 
this kind of program. Ours 
doesn’t, but we wanted to have 
the program.” 

Students listened to the 
speakers throughout the day and 
viewed two movies, ‘Angel 
Death” and “Epidemic — 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse.” They

my job was to make the wallet- 
size prints in black and white

again the numbers soared ... this 
time, into six digits. 

Every now and then | get the 
urge to get back into the 
darkroom, especially when the 
lab doesn’t crop something just 
the way | would have liked it; or 
when they don’t take the-time to 
correct linear mistakes — like 
not making the ocean horizon 
line parallel with the top and 
bottom of the frame. But it’s 
hard to find time to get 
everything done now — without 
adding the extra burden of doing 
my own darkroom work.

Upiand students took top 
honors and the lion’s share of 
awards in a “Sell Yourself 
Contest” sponsored by DAPE, 
Drug Abuse Prevention and 
Education. 

The contest was open to 
seventh and eighth grade 
students, ages 12 to 14.

people.” “But I’m not dealing 
with dead people; | help their 
families ... they are stuck witha 
duty and we try to help them 
with their obligations.” 

She said she has served 
generations of local families, 
dating back to the 1929 when the 
stock market crashed. ‘‘Funerals 
were $70 then and they made 
their payments on time ... and 
they have been loyal (customers) 
too.” 

Mrs. Stone said she had never 
pictured herself living above a 
mortuary, but lived above. one for 
30 years until an adjacent 
building was finished. “The 
house (a pioneer house on Ninth 
Street in Upland) was not built to 
be a mortuary. 

“We had to carry caskets up 
and down out of the basement 
and had to be moving chairs 
around ... but you need to be 
close to it,”’ she said about the 
mortuary. 

Mrs. Stone credits the Upland 
Business and Professional 
Women organization for her 
many successes. “They helped 
me accomplish a lot of things | 
wouldn’t have known how to 
otherwise.” 

She joined BPW in 1932, 
served on the board in various 
capacities, was district president 
and state president and has 
served on the national BPW 
board. She was national 
convention chairman in 1962 for 
BPW and served as personal 
development chairman. 


“| became interested in civic 
affairs and was a member of the 
chamber of commerce. | served 
on the board and was vice 
president at one time,” she said. 


She is a member of the 
Chaffey Republican Women’s 
Club, was active in planning the 
Upland Sister City program, and 
helped fund-raising efforts for 
Upland Memorial Park and 
helped with evacuation efforts of 
convalescent homes during the 
flooding in 1969. 


She has been named as a

Continuing last week’s 
chronicle of new Christmas 
issues, an attempt will be made 
to wrap them all up with this 
one. 

From St. Kitts, Nov. 1, came a 
quartet of stamps celebrating 
the family’s participation in the 
holidays. Stamps of 15 cents, 60 
cents, $1 and $2 showed a 
typical family decorating the 
Christmas tree, singing carols, 
performing a Noel pageant and 
going to church, respectively. 

Finland issued a single stamp, 
Nov. 30, picturing Father 
Christmas and a brownie ona 
1.10-markka value. The two, the 
most expected guests of 
Christmas, are seen carrying a 
bag of presents to a house 
surrounded by snowbanks. 

Since 1957, a Three Kings 
Cavalcade winds its way down 
the Main Street of Gibraltar on 
each Jan. 5, the eve of the feast 
of the Epiphany, which 
celebrates the visit of the three 
wise men from the East to the 
Infant Jesus. This year Gibraltar 
has shown prizewinning floats 
on its two stamps, released Nov. 
7. The 80 pence depicts the 
Roman Temple float, which won 
tst prize for the Gibraltar 
Services Police in 1983, while a 
lower (20 pence) value shows the 
Mississippi River Boat that took 

2nd place this year for the 
Property Services Agency of the 
Department of the Environment. 

The Principality of 
Liechtenstein had the artist 
Helga Hilti design three richly 
colored stamps showing “The 
Annunciation” (35 rappen), “The 
Holy Family” (50r) and “The 
Three Maji”’ (80r). They were 
issued Dec. 10. 

A single 4.50-shilling stamp, 
Nov. 30, was Austria's Noel 
tribute. It shows a work, ‘“‘Geburt 
Christi” from the Aggsbacher 
alter (around 1450) from the 
Herzogenburg monastery. 

Nauru, on Nov. 14, offered 
three stamps showing the Buada 
Chapel (30 cents), the Detudamo 
Memorial Church (50c) and the 
Christmas candlelight service at 
Kayser College. 

The Cocos (Keeling) Islands 
brought out three stamps, Oct. 
31, noting the season. The 
denominations were 24, 35 and 
55 cents, but the release 
neglected to state what the 
designs were. 

Fiji, on Nov. 5, released a set 
of five with the following 
subjects: Village church (8 
cents); a Takia-Fijian canoe (20c); 
a group of children with Father 
Christmas (25c); churchgoers 
(40c), and a Christmas tree ($1). 

On. stamps of 25 and 35 sene 
and $1, Western Samoa featured 
the three virtues of Faith, Hape 
and Charity taken from 
Raphael's paintings located in 
the Vatican.

Q. Our very playful 3-year-old 
male weimaraner recently was 
hit by a large delivery truck. The 
driver took the dog to the 
neighborhood veterinarian. Our 
dog died after being there only a 
few hours. 

The veterinarian stated that 
the dog probably had a 
diaphragmatic hernia. Could the 
veterinarian have done anything 
to save our dog? We are not 
questioning this veterinarian’s 
judgment or knowledge, but just 
wonder if everything possible 


‘was done. 


A. A diaphragmatic hernia is a 
very serious injury. A 
diaphragmatic herniais simply a 
tear or rupture in the muscle that 
separates the thoracic cavity 
from the abdominal cavity. 7 

The chief cause of this 
problem is trauma such as being 
hit by acar. The liver, intestines 
and spleen commonly spill into 
the thoracic cavity following 
diaphragmatic herniation. A very 
large volume of abdominal 
contents may gradually pass 
through a relatively small tear in 
the thoracic cavity. 

Difficult breathing is the main 
clinical sign of diaphragmatic 
hernia. 

If the stomach or intestines 
fall through the hole in the 
diaphragm, there is a real danger 
that they will get twisted and 
obstructed. This can lead to 
rupture of these organs anda 
severe infection of the thoracic 
and abdominal cavities. The 
diagnosis of diaphragmatic 
hernia usually is based .on the 
history of trauma, the clinical 
signs, and radiographs (X-rays) 
of the thorax and abdomen. 
Abdominal contents usually can 
be seen in the thorax in severe 
cases.of diaphragmatic hernia. 

Diaphragmatic hernias usually 
are treated by surgical repair of 
the tear. Except in emergencies, 
animals with diaphragmatic 
hernias are allowed to rest and 
recuperate for 24 hours prior to 
surgery. During this waiting 
period the animal is given 
antibiotics and supportative 
therapy to allow it to stabilize. 

It would be very difficult to 
know whether your veterinarian 
did everything possible for your 
dog. It is very possible that your 
dog had multiple injuries. The 
delivery truck man should be 
commended for taking your dog 
to a veterinarian. 

Q. Our dog recently had 
puppies. The puppies look like 
they might have different 
fathers. Two of the puppies are 
quite different from the other 
four puppies. 

Is it possible for a bitch to 
conceive to two different stud 
dogs during the same heat? 

A. It is possible for a female 
dog to conceive to more than 
one male dog during the same 
heat period. This is called

Look in the new edition of the 
“Standard Catalog of World 
Coins” and you soon realize just 
how extensive the subject of 
German numismatics is. 

More than one-tenth of the 
massive 2,048-page tome is 
devoted to coins of Germany’s 
61 states, along with West 
Germany and East Germany — 
269 pages, to be exact. 

Is it little wonder, then, that a 
separate book on just the 
German coins of the 17th 
century was needed? 

In cooperation with 
Battenberg Verlag of Munich, 
West Germany, Krause 
Publications of lola, Wis., has 
released a new catalog covering 
the country’s coins from 1700 to 
1806. 

This marks the first time a 
comprehensive listing for 
Germanic coins is presented by 
type for this period in a single 
volume. 

“48th Century German Coins,” 
authored by Gerhard Schon, 
features all church-state and 
temporal issues of the Holy 


Roman Empire, along with 
related issues of dynastically 
linked entities such as Poland, 
Prussia, Hungary and Tuscany. 

Also featured are German- 
influenced coinages of the 
Swiss cantons and selected 
Italian states. 

More than 9,000 photographs 
are included in the 848-page 
book, making identification © 
easier. 

Text for the catalog is in 
German, but an English 
translation of the introduction is 
included with each copy.

In 1957, when Dick McAllister 
began experimenting with 
gymnastics, there wasn’t much 
to experiment with. The only 
place around equipped to 
accommodate his curiosity was 
the Pomona YMCA, where 
McAllister began practicing 
tumbling exercises at the age of 
& 

Since then, gymnastics has 
achieved international 
prominence, and McAllister has 
gained more knowledge and 
experience in the sport. Now the 
combination of the two are 
helping hundreds of children 
become acquainted with 
gymnastics at the Somis School 
of Gymnastics in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

“There wasn’t anything in 
’57,”’ said McAllister, head coach 
and owner of the facility. “All 
gymnastics were confined to the 
YMCA and its tumbling 
programs and recreation 
department. It’s only in the past 
20 years that gymnastics has 
started to spiral.” 

Tucked away in an industrial 
park at 10002 Sixth St., the 
school appears to be too small 
to effectively handle the almost 
300 students it serves. But the

inside, the facility is a center 
of activity, as dozens of girls and 
boys occupy the numerous 
gymnastic apparatuses that 
flank the facility’s deceiving 
5,000 sq. ft. 

“We cater to the beginning, 
intermediate and advanced 
student. We can meet the needs 
of all people,” said McAllister, 
whose facility has an assortment 
of uneven parallel bars, vaulting 
horses, balance beams and 
trampolines, as well as a floor 
exercise mat. 

The popularity of gymnastics 
has increased at an incredible 
rate, especially in the last 
decade, as the number of 
privately owned gymnastic 
schools began to expand, giving 


children the chance to 
experiment with the equipment 
that McAllister never had. 

“Now a lot of students have 
been given the opportunity to go 
to these gymnasiums and 
schools and under the safety 
precaution and condition, can 
actually try and get exposed to 
some of the apparatuses and see 
if it’s right for them,” said — 
McAllister. 

Not only has the increasing 
number of schools given the 
sport more exposure, it’s also - 
given it anew facet — 
competition. 

“Competition for good 
gymnastic schools is out there,” 
noted McAllister, whose gym 
services Alta Loma, Rancho 
Cucamonga, Chino, San 
Bernadino, Riverside, Upland, 
Claremont and Crestline. ‘‘If a 
parent wants to look around for 
gymnastic schools, there’s not 
just one or two that they can 
choose-from, there’s many. And 
they’re good.” 

One recent development 
which has aided the sense of 
competition between : 
gymnastics school was the 198 
Summer Olympics in Los 
Angeles.

who had to hire three instructors 
to combat the extra workload 
inspired by the Games. “It made 
people aware that there are 
things out there besides just tap 
dancing and T-ball and things 
like that. 

“The Olympics hyped up the 
ideas and motivation of children 
to get in shape and condition 
their bodies, and their parents 
are more aware of looking 
around for good programs for 
their children to be involved in 
good instruction.” 

Unlike most sports, 
gymnastics is a full-body 
utilization activity, which adds to 
its growing popularity. 
According to McAllister, it helps 
the child achieve keen senses of 
balance, coordination and 
awareness, which are vital to 
growth. 

“It’s a good isometric and 
isotonic flexibility-type 
movement that can be learned 
by any child or by any adult. It’s 
a full body developmental skill 
that’s a life’s discipline,” 
McAllister pointed out. 

Since gymnastics has so 
much to offer the child, 
McAllister thinks all children 
should be introduced to the 
sport at an early age. 

‘Youngsters should be 
exposed to that (gymnastics). 
It’s a good dry-land activity. It’s 
an activity that takes year-round 
conditioning and training,” 
McAllister pointed out. 

Not only can the child benefit 
from gymnastics training, 
athletes and adults can also 
learn from the conditioning 
process, McAllister said. 

“There’s a lot of hand-eye 
coordination. It (gymnastics) 
makes you quick. It makes you 
think,” said McAllister, adding 
that Somis offers adult 
programs. “You find that good 
athletes are good gymnasts, and 
your good gymnasts are better 
athletes.” 

When it comes to gymnastics 
training, the West Coast is the 

place to be, he added. 

“California is the mecca of 
gymnastics right now,” said 
McAllister. ‘We have the top 
gymnasts and coaches in the 
nation on the West Coast, from 
the Oregon School of 
Gymnastics all the way down to 
Huntington Beach.” 

Although the school has 
taught a number of talented 
gymnasts, including Angela 
Carbone, who was the top 
gymnast in the CIF Southern 
Section last year for Montclair 
High School, the Somis school, 
which opened in 1981, deals 
mainly with the introduction of 
the sport to youngsters. 

‘‘We take them as far as we 
Can in our gymnastics system, 
and point them in directions if 
they have higher aspirations and 
abilities,” said McAllister, who 
coached Carbone at Montclair

and has also instructed in the 
Chino and Montclair recreation 
departments.

In addition to classes, the 
Somis school also has Class Ill 
and IV teams that compete in 
local competitions.
